‘who have not heard the legend, thisis how 
itgoes: 

In 490 BC, a battle was fought be- 
tween the citizen -soldiers of Athens and 
the invading Persians in the Greek village 
of Marathon, Although the Athenians 
‘were greatly outnumbered by the Persian 
invaders, they won. A greek runner, 
Pheidippides ran 26.2 miles to Athens 
from Marathon bearing the news of that 
stunning victory. Upon reaching Athens, 
heburstinto a meeting and he announced, 
“rejoice, we conquer” and dropped dead! 
Even today, the marathon race isiun over 
distance of26.2 miles to commemorate 
thishistoric event. 


However, of late, doubts have been 
raised as to why Pheidippides should have 
died of exhaution after running this dis- 
tance, The carliest recorded history of the 
Battle of Marathon is by Herodotus, who 
‘was born in 484 B.C (Six years after the 
battle) 

Herodotus mentions Pheidippides as 
the runner whom the Athenian generals 
‘sent to Sparta, to request the Spartans to 
help fight the Persians. He completed the 












145 mile dis- 
tance the very 
next day. He re- 
tumed immediately 1 

Marathon with the Spartans’ re- 
ply that they could only help after ‘full 
moon day’, 

The generals decided to attack any- 
‘way, even before the Spartans'arival, and 
defeated the Persians. The Persians then 
set sail to attack a defenseless Athens. The 
Athenian army in Marathon marched to 
Athens (over land), and reached it before 
the invaders did. The Persians beata hasty 
retreat. There no mention of 
Pheidippides running from Marathon to 
Athens! 





Even Plutarch who wrote 500 years 
Iter does not mention Pheidippides. He 
talks of Eukles who ran the distance be- 
‘tween Marathon and Athens, barged into 
‘a meeting room with the words, “Greet 
ings, victory is ours” and died! 

IfPhidippides had run from Marathon 
to Sparta and back, and then immediately 
‘been dispatched to Athens, he could have 
t hap-
